maſter of the Ewrnge, experience, as well as of ana- 


logy and reafon, and withal well verſed in a pure. 


philoſophy, he firſt made phyſic rational, and laid 
the foundation of the dogratical medicine which has 
ever ſince prevailed. 


What Hippocrates had done, continued a long time
